Morehead  City,  N.  C,  Sept.  12th,  1889. 

The  35th  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic 
&  North  Carolina  Railroad  Company,  held  at  Morehead  City  on 
the  second  Thursday  in  September  (12th)  1889,  was  temporarily 
organized  by  the  election  of  Col.  Paul  F.  Faison  as  Chairman, 
and  Frank  W.  Hancock,  as  Secretary. 

The  Proxy  Committee  not  being  ready  to  report,  upon  motion 
of  Washington  Bryan  the  meeting  adjourned  to  meet  at  2  p.  m., 
after  the  arrival  of  the  stockholders'  train. 


2  o'clock  p.  m. 
The  stockholders  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.     The  Proxy 
Committee  not  being  ready  to  report,  upon  motion  of  Col.  J.  L. 
Morehead,  the  meeting  took  a  recess  of  twenty  (20)  minutes. 


20  MINUTES  PAST  2  O'CLOCK,  P.  M. 

The  stockholders  met  pursuant  to  adjournment  with  Col. 
Faison  in  the  chair.  The  Committee  on  Proxies  reported  through 
its  chairman,  L.  J.  Moore,  sixteen  hundred  and  eighty-six  (1686) 
votes  of  stockholders,  represented  in  person  or  by  proxy,  includ- 
ing three  hundred  and  fifty  votes  belonging  to  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  and  represented  by  Clement  Manly,  State's  Proxy. 

Upon  motion  of  Washington  Bryan  the  report  of  the  Proxy 
Committee  was  accepted  and  adopted. 

The  chairman  announced  that  a  majority  of  the  stock  being 
present  or  represented  by  proxy,  which  constituted  a  quorum, 
declared  the  meeting  ready  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Upon  motion  of  Washington  Bryan  the  officers  of  the  tempo- 
rary, were  made  those  of  the  permanent  organization. 
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The  President  read  his  annual  report,  and  upon  motion  of 
Clement  Manly  it  was  adopted.  The  other  reports  were  also 
adopted,  and  the  reading  of  the  same  dispensed  with. 

Upon  motion  of  Clement  Manly  the  members  of  the  Press 
from**Wayne,  Lenoir,  Craven,  Pamlico,  and  Carteret  Counties 
were  invited  to  take  seats  at  the  Secretary's  desk. 

President  Washington  Bryan  offered  the  following  resolution 
which  was  upon  motion  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  Stockholders  of  the  A.  &  N.  C.  R. 
R.  Co.,  are  hereby  tendered  to  the  New  Berne  Fire  Department  for  the 
valuable  services  performed  in  saviug  the  property  of  this  Company  at 
the  late  fire  on  Neuse  River  in  New  Berne,  and  that  in  our  belief  the 
preservation  of  the  Company's  extensive  property  on  Neuse  River  is 
due  to  the  efforts  of  the  New  Berne  Fire  Department. 

The  State  Proxy,  Clement  Manly  of  Craven  County,  announced 
the  Directors  on  the  part  of  the  State  to  be,  viz: —

Immediately  upon  the  announcement,  Mr.  Dempsey  Wood  of 
Lenoir  County  arose  and  declined  the  appointment,  whereupon 
the  State's  Proxy  withdrew  the  commission  issued  to  Mr.  Dempsey 
Wood  of  said  County. 

The  chair  announced  that  the  next  business  in  order  was  the 
election  of  Directors  on  the  part  of  the  private  stockholders,  and 
Thomas  Daniels  and  F.  M.  Simmons  were  appointed  tellers. 

Mr.  Washington  Bryan  placed  in  nomination  the  following 
gentlemen:  Messrs.  Paul  F.  Faison,  Arnold  Borden,  E.  H.  Mead- 
ows, and  J.  M.  Morehead,  and  called  for  a  stock  vote,  which 
being  taken  resulted  as  f ollows : —

duly'elected  as  stockholders'  directors  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  meeting  next  proceeded  with  the  election  of  a  Finance 
Committee,  and  Washington  Bryan  placed  in  nomination  the 
following  named  gentlemen:  John  C.  Wooten,  Sr.,  Thos.  Daniels, 
jmd  Thomas  H.  Mallison,  and  called  for  a  stock  vote,  which 
resulted  as  follows: —

John  C.  Wooten,  Sr.,  Thomas  H.  Mallison,  and  Thomas 
Daniels  having  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast,  were  de- 
clared elected  as  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  upon  the 
part  of  the  stockholders. 

F.  M.  Simmons  moved  to  amend  Sec.  4  By-Laws  by  striking- 
out  at  end  of  first  line  and  beginning  of  second  line  the  vrords 
"appointed  by  the  chairman"  and  insert  in  lieu  thereof  the  words 
"elected  by  the  stockholders."  A  stock  vote  was  called  upon 
this  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  which  resulted  as  follows:

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Upon  motion  of  F.  M.  Simmons,  the  Secretary  was  instructed 
to  cast  the  vote  of  the  stockholders  for  the  above  named  gentle- 
men. The  Secretary  having  cast  the  vote  in  the  affirmative  for 
the  above  named  gentlemen,  the  chair  declared  them  duly  elected 
as  tke  Proxy  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Upon  motion  of  AVashington  Bryan,  the  usual  per  diem  of 
$5.00  per  day  was  allowed  the  Proxy  Committee, 

James  A.  Bryan  introduced  the  following  resolution  relative 
to  the  extension  of  the  A.  &  N.  C.  E.  R. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  of  this  meeting  that  the  A.  &  N.  C.  R. 
R.  should  be  extended  to  some  point  on  the  Cape  Fear  and  Yadkin 
Valley  Railroad  so  as  to  become  a  part  of  that  system,  or  to  such  other 
point  or  points  in  the  interior  of  the  State  as  may  be  deemed  for  the 
best  interest  of  the  people  along  its  line  and  for  the  State  generally. 

Resolved,  That  the  A.  &  N.  C.  R.  R.  extended  into  the  interior  of 
the  State  with  quick  and  efficient  water  transportation  at  New  Berne 
or  Morehead  City  to  Western  points,  would  be  as  it  now  is,  the  key  to 
the  railroad  situation  of  North  Carolina,  enabling  its  owners  and  con- 
trollers to  fix  the  rate  of  freights  from  some  Northern  points  to  many 
of  the  points  in  North  Carolina  now  reached  by  other  roads  traversing 
the  State,  and  therefore  that  the  State  should  never  part  with  its  stock 
in  said  road  unless  to  a  corporation  composed  of  parties  identified  with 
and  personally  interested  in  the  industrial  and  commercial  develop- 
ment of  the  section  through  which  it  runs,  and  then  only  upon  the 
expressed  condition  that  it  should  never  be  transferred,  sold,  turned 
over  or  in  anywise  placed  under  the  management  or  control  of  any 
corporation  whose  line  of  railway  crosses  the  State  in  a  north  or  south 
direction. 

Resolved,  That  the  Governor  of  the  State  is  hereby  requested  to  aid 
with  his  advice  and  influence  such  committee  or  committees  as  may 
be  delegated  by  the  people  of  this  section  to  petition  the  next  General 
Assembly  to  authorize  the  A.  &  N.  C.  R.  R.  Co.  to  extend  its  line  into 
the  interior  of  the  State  upon  such  terms  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  and 
agreed  upon  by  the  private  stockholders. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  meeting  forward  a  certified 
copy  of  these  resolutions  to  His  Excellency  the  Governor  of  North 
Carolina. 

After  the  reading,  and  some  discussion  of  the  resolutions,  Mr. 
Manly,  Proxy  for  the  State,  said:  That  he  would  ask  the  courtesy 
of  those  gentlemen  who  were  friends  of  the  resolution  to  excuse 
him  from  voting  thereon ;  that  he  had  not  the  time  to  properly 
consider  their  purport  or  to  determine  to  what  extent  they  might 
commit  him.     While  he  could  assure  the  stockholders,  that  the 
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State  would  favor  any  plan  that  securely  promised  advantage  to 
the  Company,  it  seemed  to  him  that  the  character  of  the  reso- 
lutions being,  in  effect,  an  address  to  the  Governor  of  the  State, 
it  would  perhaps  be  best  that  the  resolutions  be  conveyed  to  his 
Excellency  as  the  expression  of  views  on  the  part  of  the  private 
stock,  and  without  committing  himself  on  the  merits  of  the  reso- 
lutions, he  would  adopt  the  course  indicated.    / 

Washington  Bryan  moved  that  the  resolutions  be  printed  and 
distributed  among  the  stockholders  and  a  copy  submitted  to  the 
Governor,  and  that  they  be  further  submitted,  for  action,  to  a 
special  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  be  held  in  the  city  of  New 
Berne,  on  the  3rd  Thursday  in  November,  1889.     Carried. 

After  a  few  appropriate  remarks  on  the  death  of  Major  John 
Hughes,  a  former  President  of  this  road,  II.  B.  Bryan  offered  the 
following  resolutions : — 

Whereas,  We,  the  stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  &  North  Carolina 
Railroad  Company,  have  heard  with  profound  sorrow  of  the  death  of 
Major  John  Hughes,  a  former  President  of  this  Company  ;  and  where- 
as it  is  meet  and  proper  that  we  should  express  our  appreciation  of  his 
services  and  deep  regret  at  his  demise,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  1st.  That  as  President  of  this  Company,  Major  Hughes 
was  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  ever  alive  to  the  best 
interest  of  the  corporation. 

2d.  That  in  his  death,  the  State  has  lost  a  wise,  conservative  and  pat- 
riotic citizen,  and  this  Company,  a  stockholder,  the  memory  of  whose 
many  virtues  will  be  ever  cherished. 

3d.  That  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  sent  to  the  family  of  the 
deceased. 

Maj.  K.  S.  Tucker  in  a  few  remarks  paid  a  oeautiful  tribute 
to  the  deceased,  after  which  the  resolutions  were  unanimously 
adopted. 

Mr.  M.  A.  Gray  moved  that  the  above  resolutions  be  published 
in  the  New  Berne  Journal,  Atlantic  Seaside,  Kinston  Free  Press, 
Goldsboro  Argus,  Wilmington  Messenger,  Baleigh  News  and 
Observer,  and  Pamlico  Tribune.     Carried. 

Upon  motion  of  Clement  Manly,  the  following  resolution  was 
offered  and  adopted : 

Resolved,  That  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of 
the  A.  &  N.  C.  R.  R.  Co.  be  held  at  Morehead  City  at  12  M.  on  the  3rd 
Thursday  of  July  of  each  and  every  year. 
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Upon  motion  of  P.  M.  Simmons,  the   meeting  adjourned  to 
meet  at  Morehead  City  on  the  3rd  Thursday  in  July,  A.  I).  1890.

PRESIDENT'S   REPORT. 


To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Atlantic  and  North  Carolina 

Bailroad  Company, 
Gentlemen:— 

We  herewith  submit  to  your  consideration  the 
Thirty-Fifth  Annual  Report  of  the  President  and  Directors. 

The  loan  of  $30,000  authorized  hy  the  Board  of  Directors, 
September  the  25th,  1888,  with  the  approbation  of  Governors 
Fowle  and  Scales,  to  aid  in  buying  steel  rails  to  lay  the  track 
between  New  Bern  and  Morehead  City  falls  due  November  the 
1st,  1889.  A  careful  examination  of  the  track  East  of  New 
Bern  at  the  close  of  the  summer  season  of  1888  convinced  us 
that  it  would  no  longer  be  safe  to  run  trains  over  the  old  iron 
rails  save  at  a  speed  very  much  slower  than  a  passenger  schedule 
demanded,  and  therefore  we  purchased  3,000  tons  of  steel  rails, 
and  have  relaid  the  track  East  of  New  Bern.  This  completes 
the  renewal  of  the  track,  and  it  is  now  laid  its  entire  length  with 
new  steel  rails  of  the  best  American  manufacture,  except  the 
section  of  a  few  miles  mentioned  in  our  report  of  1886,  which 
we  found  laid  with  Welsh  rails,  if  we  mistake  not,  with  a  few 
American  rails  at  its  Eastern  end,  being  at  present  a  distance  of 
about  seven  miles  according  to  statement  of  Road  Master.  The 
total  distance  of  steel  rails  laid  during  the  year  is  thirty-seven 
and  one-half  miles. 

New  steel  frogs  for  the  entire  line,  except  where  already  in 
use,  have  been  ordered,  or  are  being  made  in  the  Shops,  and 
within  the  next  sixty  days  at  the  farthest  the  main  line  should 
be  thoroughly  equipped  in  this  regard.  We  have  put  in  8  steel 
frogs  during  the  fiscal  year.  New  patent  steel  switches  of  some 
approved  design  should  be  placed  in  the  track  during  the  coming 
year,  doing  away  with  the  antiquated  stub  switches  now  used. 
We  have  begun  the  introduction  of  these  switches  at  the  Western 
terminus  of  the  line. 

During  the  fiscal  year  43,380  cross  ties  have  been  used. 
There  still  remain  to  be  taken  up  about  11,000  ties.  The  spac- 
ing of  the  cross  ties  twenty-four  inches  from  centre  to  centre  has 
been  completed,  saving  about  10  miles  below  New  Bern,  and 
this  will  soon  be  finished,  and  Avhen  done  it  will  be  safe  to  say

that  no  track  in  North  Carolina  will  be  as  accurately  spaced. 
This  work  has  cost  time,  material,  and  money,  and  has  been  of 
the  most  tedious  character,  and  all  other  track  work,  except  such 
as  has  beeu  absolutely  necessary  for  the  safety  of  trains  has  been 
madejx)  give  way  to  it.  How  the  ties  on  this  road  ever  became 
laid  at  such  unequal  distances  apart  it  is  hard  to  say.  It  should 
be  possible  within  another  year  to  get  the  track  up  to  a  first-class 
condition  in  this  respect. 

A  more  heavy  standard  for  switch  timbers  has  been  adopted, 
and  eleven  sets  of  these  new  timbers  have  been  used  in  addition 
to  repairs  to  those  of  the  old  kind. 

A  transfer  track  to  the  Wilmington  and  Wei  don  Railroad  at 
Goldsboro  has  been  built,  thus  making  the  shifting  of  our 
through  cars,  especially  truck,  to  and  from  that  line  far  more 
easy. 

New  side  tracks  have  been  constructed  at  Water's  Mill,  at 
Congdon's  Mill,  at  Davis'  Mill,  and  at  Jackson's  Crossing,  and 
the  sidings  at  Core  Creek,  Riverdale,  and  Wildwood  extended, 
constituting  a  total  extension  of  one  thousand  and  six  hundred 
feet  of  track. 

The  Ditching  Force  is  now  engaged  between  New  Bern  and 
Kinston,  continuously  ditching  the  Road,  the  work  between 
Morehead  and  New  Bern  having  been  completed.  The  track, 
and  in  some  places  the  adjacent  farming  lands  East  of  New  Bern, 
have  heretofore  at  times  been  subject  to  overflow7,  and  in  one 
instance  a  successful  suit  for  damages  from  water  in  that  locality 
before  wre  assumed  control  of  the  road  was  brought,  and  we  were 
obliged  to  pay  them.  There  can  scarce!  }T  be  any  trouble  from 
that  source  again.  This  work  should  be  prosecuted  without 
interruption  until  the  entire  line  has  been  thoroughly  drained. 

All  timber  on  50  feet  of  the  right  of  way  from  the  middle  of 
the  track  on  either  side  between  New  Bern  and  Morehead  has 
been  cut  down,  including  such  trees  as  it  was  thought  could  by 
any  possibility  fall  upon  the  rails,  and  this  timber  between  New 
Bern  and  Riverdale  has  been  converted  into  firewood  for  the 
Shops,  effecting  considerable  saving  in  the  purchase  of  wood,  as 
we  have  not  had  to  buy  fuel  for  this  purpose  in  some  time.  The 
remainder  of  this  timber,  as  needed,  should  be  similarly  econom- 
ically utilized. 

The  fences  along  the  line  have  been  generally  removed  to  5 
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feet  from  the  middle  of  the  track  on  each  side.  This  has  been 
done  for  the  purpose  of  giving  cattle  more  room  to  avoid  trains, 
and  for  the  contemplated  improvement  and  cleaning  up  of  that 
much  of  the  right  of  way. 

Owing  to  the  anxiety  that  we  have  had  to  get  the  Eoad 
thoroughly  ditched,  hut  little  use  has  been  made  of  the  gravel 
train.  When  this  work  is  finished  this  train  should  be  put  on 
and  continued  until  all  embankments  have  been  thoroughly  re- 
paired, and  the  track  ballasted  with  gravel,  an  inexhaustible  bed 
of  which  we  have  discovered.  A  specimen  of  the  same  is  here- 
with presented  for  your  examination. 

As  soon  as  the  spacing  of  ties  is  completed  the  track  should 
be  thoroughly  lined  and  surfaced  its  entire  length.  But  little 
attention  has  been  paid  to  weeding  or  shrubbing,  it  having  been 
our  purpose  to  finish  spacing  the  track  at  the  most  early  moment 
possible.  Need  has  been  found  for  somewhat  more  than  a  quar- 
ter of  a  million  (279,230)  feet  of  lumber  for  bridges,  trestles, 
culverts,  stations,  etc.  This  includes  about  34,000  feet  of  sawed 
lumber  for  piling  ordered  but  not  yet  used,  with  which  it  is  pro- 
posed to  carry  on  the  reduction  of  the  spans  of  all  bridge  work, 
except  truss  bridges,  to  a  uniform  width  of  twelve  feet. 

A  new  draw  has  been  put  in  Trent  Kiver  Bridge.  This  bridge 
from  its  great  length  requires  much  attention.  Thorough  re- 
pairs are  at  present  being  made  to  it,  as  they  have  been  each 
twelve  months.  It  is  perfectly  safe,  and  even  stronger  than  last 
year.  It  would  be  economy  in  the  long  run  if  the  line  could  be 
so  changed  as  to  cross  the  river  farther  up,  where  the  narrowness 
of  the  stream  would  permit  a  very  much  shorter  bridge.  In 
addition  to  this,  situated  as  the  main  line  track  now  is,  and  pass- 
ing through  one  of  the  streets  of  New  Bern,  at  one  extremity  of 
which  much  shifting  has  to  be  done  daily,  it  is  merely  a  question 
of  time  as  to  when  some  casualty  is  going  to  occur,  notwithstand- 
ing whatever  precautions  may  be  taken  to  prevent  it. 

Falling  Creek  Bridge  has  been  torn  down,  and  a  new  and  more 
heavy  structure  in  accordance  with  the  standard  plans  recently 
adopted  erected. 

Extensive  work  has  again  been  done  at  Neuse  River  Bridge, 
and  it  has  been  completed  with  the  exception  of  additional  piles 
over  the  main  stream,  which  have  been  ordered.  It  is  desired  to 
so  reconstruct  this  bridge  that  the  same  speed  may  be  maintained 
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in  passing  over  it  as  upon  any  part  of  the  line.  Everything  has 
been  finished  here  except  the  driving  of  additional  piling  as 
stated  above,  which  we  wish  to  do  in  order  to  make  the  factor  of 
safety  of  the  bridge  greater  than  any  possible  combined  adverse 
infhuaace  of  freshets,  trains  at  rapid  speed,  and  the  impact  of 
rafts  driven  down  the  current.  It  is  perfectly  safe,  and  is  re- 
ported by  the  bridge  bnilder  in  good  condition. 

Core  Creek  and  Batchelor  Creek  Bridges  have  had  whatever 
repairs  were  necessary  and  are  in  good  order. 

Slocnmb's  Creek  Bridge,  Newport  River  Bridge,  and  the  two 
adjacent  slongh  bridges  have  had  all  the  repairs  needed. 

All  bridges,  trestles,  culverts,  and  cattle-guards,  have  been 
thoroughly  inspected  and  material  ordered  for  them  wherever 
necessary,  and  they  require  little  additional  work  this  year, 
except  the  trestle  at  Morehead,  which  needs  about  3,000  feet  of 
lumber,  which  amount  has  already  been  placed  there,  and  work 
will  be  begun  upon  it  as  soon  as  the  bridge  carpenters  leave 
Trent  River. 

Covered  Truck  Platforms  have  been  built  at  Thurman,  and 
Clark's,  and  the  one  at  Atlantic  rebuilt.  The  platforms  already 
erected  at  Tuscarora,  Cox's,  James  City,  and  Oglesby's  have  been 
covered. 

The  water  tanks  are  in  good  order,  except  at  Core  Creek.  A 
new  tank,  however,  has  been  made  for  that  station,  and  is  ready 
for  erection. 

An  office  has  been  added  to  the  warehouse  at  Dover.  A  new 
passenger  station,  in  the  place  of  the  one  recently  destroyed  by 
fire,  has  been  built  at  New  Bern.  It  contains  Gentlemen's  and 
Ladie's  Reception  Rooms,  Baggage  Room,  and  Ticket  Office,  on 
the  first  floor,  together  with  a  passenger  shed  in  process  of 
construction,  extending  the  length  of  passenger  train.  On  the 
second  floor  are  a  fairly  sized  hall,  and  two  large  rooms.  These 
rooms  were  badly  needed  as  the  general  offices  were  much 
crowded.  Mr.  E.  M.  Pavie  was  the  contractor  for  this  building, 
and  deserves  much  credit  for  the  rapidity  with  which  it  was 
erected.  This  passenger  station  has  been  located  on  the  down 
town  side  of  the  tracks,  in  order  that  vehicles  and  passengers 
would  not  be  obliged  to  cross  them  as  heretofore.  Several 
narrow  escapes  have  been  made  at  this  point,  and  we  trust  that 
this  source  of  danger  has  now  been  removed.     Passengers  and 
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baggage  will  hereafter  be  fully   protected  from  the  rain,  and 
altogether  passenger  station  facilities  at  New  Bern  are  probably 
as  good  as  could  be  desired. 

A  Warehouse,  Ticket  Office,  and  Reception  Room  combined 
have  been  built  at  Newport.  This  was  a  need  long  felt  here,  but 
which  up  to  this  time  has  never  been  filled,  an  old  box  car  being 
the  only  means  of  accommodation  owned  by  the  road  at  this 
place. 

A  new  building  at  Morehead  terminus  has  been  erected,  con- 
taining Agent's  Office,  Baggage  Room,  Reception  Room,  and 
Sleeping  Room  for  baggage  master  on  the  first  floor,  and  two  sleep- 
ing apartments  for  conductors  and  engineers  on  the  second  floor. 

All  the  warehouses  are  in  fair  condition,  except  the  New 
Bern  warehouse  and  the  warehouse  at  LaGrange.  These  should 
receive  considerable  repairs  the  coming  year. 

Station  Houses  are  badly  needed  at  Havelock,  Croatan,  and 
Tuscarora. 

The  terminal  facilities  at  New  Bern  are  poor.  The  warehouses 
and  wharves  at  this  point  are  wedged  in  upon  a  narrow  strip  of 
land  between  mill  properties,  and  there  is  not  sufficient  river 
front  or  track  room  to  economically  and  conveniently  transact 
even  our  present  business.  Moreover,  the  proximity  of  other 
buildings  makes  the  danger  from  fire  more  imminent,  as  was 
evidenced  by  the  late  conflagration  at  the  mills  of  Daniel  Stimson, 
Esq.  This  corporation  owes  its  gratitude  to  the  New  Bern  Fire 
Department,  for  without  the  unsparing  efforts  of  these  gentlemen 
the  Company's  extensive  property  on  Neuse  River  would  have 
been  totally  consumed  at  this  conflagration,  and  we  therefore 
suggest  that  a  formal  vote  of  thanks  be  tendered  by  you  to  the 
New  Bern  Fire  Department. 

The  New  Bern  terminal  facilities  should  be  improved  at  the 
most  early  date  practicable.  Gas  has  been  introduced  into  the 
warehouse  at  New  Bern,  doing  away  with  the  use  of  oil,  and  thus 
rendering  night  work,  of  which  there  is  considerable  during  the 
Fall  and  Winter,  and  in  the  busy  truck  season,  more  easy  and 
safer  from  fire. 

A  new  and  handsome  Baggage,  Mail,  and  Express  car  has  been 
completed  since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  we  are  now  well 
supplied  with  cars  of,  this  class. 

The  suit  of  Denmark  vs.  A.  &  N.  0.  R.  R.  Co.  for  $20,000 
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damages  received  in  1875,  and  now  pending  in  Wayne  Superior 
Court,  is  called  to  your  attention. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  a  bill  against  freight  dis- 
criminations was  prepared  by  Gov.  Fowle,  and  is  now  a  law. 
We  tseust  that  when  tested  it  will  prove  an  ample  remedy  for  all 
troubles  of  this  kind. 

Our  engines  are  old,  and  notwithstanding  they  are  kept  in  the 
best  state  of  repair  possible,  they  were  not  put  up  for  the  heavy 
traffic  they  have  lately  been  doing,  the  greatest  part  of  them 
being  constructed  to  haul  freight  cars  of  about  half  the  capacity 
they  are  now  pulling,  and  at  a  speed  greatly  less  than  the  sched- 
ule of  our  fast  truck  trains.  Not  unfrequently  we  have  to  put 
two  of  our  engines  to  a  train,  and  not  unfrequently  they  come 
back  to  the  Shops  leaking  and  strained,  and  otherwise  necessary 
to  be  repaired.  Their  age  and  constant  service  have  told  upon 
them,  and  they  should  be  replaced,  at  least  in  part,  as  soon  as 
possible.  We  deem  them  too  light,  with  two  exceptions,  for  the 
work  at  times  demanded  of  them.  It  should  not  be  a  difficult 
task  to  renew  our  locomotive  power  at  an  early  date,  just  as  soon 
as  we  recuperate  from  the  financial  strain  of  equipping  the  road 
with  a  new  steel  track. 

We  are  not  adequately  supplied  with  cars  to  economically 
transact  our  business.  We  need  at  least  two  additional  passenger 
coaches,  and  forty  freight  cars.  These  should  be  purchased  or 
built  as  soon  as  our  finances  will  admit,  and  there  is  no  reason 
why  their  construction  should  not  be  begun  this  calendar  year. 

All  bonds  of  agents  when  now  given  are  required  to  be  in  the 
Fidelity  and  Casualty  Company  of  New  York.  This  system 
saves  all  trouble  and  makes  the  bonds  absolutely  good. 

There  is  a  probability  that  during  next  year  foreign  cotton 
ships  will  come  to  our  terminus  at  Morehead  for  cargoes.  If 
this  can  be  accomplished  we  should  be  able  to  reach  territory  for 
this  class  of  freight  which  we  have  not  yet  been  able  to  pene- 
trate, and  our  earnings  should  be  thereby  increased. 

AVe  are  making  strenuous  efforts  to  induce  the  owners  of  the 
Atlantic  Hotel  at  Morehead  to  keep  it  open  during  the  winter. 
This  would  materially  augment  our  passenger  earnings.  More- 
head  possesses  a  fine  winter  climate,  free  from  the  objections  of 
a  more  Southern  latitude,  and  this  fact  has  only  to  be  known  to 
be  fully  appreciated. 
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Your  attention  is  called  to  Seven  Springs,  near  La-Grange. 
The  efficacy  of  these  waters  in  certain  diseases  is  becoming  well 
established,  and  at  no  distant  day  we  may  look  for  considerable 
passenger  traffic  to  this  point.  We  believe  that  a  branch  road 
to  this  place  would  not  only  tend  to  develope  it  as  a  health 
resort,  but  would  bring  to  us  much  business  of  every  kind. 

The  desirability  of  a  branch  to  Snow  Hill  is  also  laid  before 
you,  and  we  hope  will  receive  your  attention. 

We  are  endeavoring  to  establish  a  refrigerator  car  line  for  fish. 
If  this  effort  can  be  carried  to  a  successful  termination,  it  will 
be  of  much  benefit  to  fish  dealers,  and  we  hope  lead  to  large 
shipments. 

We  exerted  ourselves  to  have  the  State  Guard  Encampment 
established  at  Morehead,  but  were  unsuccessful.  Possibly  the 
natural  advantages  of  the  place  will  in  time  so  commend  them- 
selves to  the  Guard  and  higher  authorities  that  the  encampment 
may  at  last  be  located  there.  As  matters  now  stand  it  must  be 
confessed  that  our  summer  travel  has  been  much  injured  by  the 
drawing  to  the  encampment  of  a  large  number  of  visitors,  many 
of  whom  were  former  habitues  of  Morehead. 

Our  shipments  of  North  bound  dressed  lumber  must  neces- 
sarily be  decreased  for  the  present,  owing  to  the  recent  destruc- 
tion by  fire  of  the  large  Stimson  lumber  establishments  adjoining 
our  Warehouses  at  New  Bern. 

Notwithstanding  the  bad  crops,  shortage  in  truck  production, 
the  quarantine  of  last  summer,  which  well  nigh  resulted  in  a 
total  interruption  of  traffic,  especially  summer  travel,  and  the 
block  on  the  Virginia  Roads  this  summer,  caused  by  the  numer- 
ous and  unprecedented  floods,  thereby  seriously  interfering 
with  the  forwarding  of  truck,  our  ear  Dings  have  again  increased. 
It  will  be  especially  gratifying  to  you  to  know  that  our  earnings 
for  the  four  years  we  have  had  charge  of  this  property  have  been 
greater  than  those  of  any  four  years  since  and  including  1868, 
and  at  very  low  rates.  It  is  an  unerring  indication  of  the  great 
increase  in  the  business  of  this  line,  and  what  we  have  been  able 
to  accomplish  by  hard  work  and  untiring  effort.  What  this 
property  could  be  developed  into  were  it  under  non-political  con- 
trol, and  with  a  settled  policy,  not  subject  to  frequent  changes, 
it  is  useless  to  say.  The  developement  of  other  lines  which  have 
been  similarly  situated  in  time  past,  but  now  upon  a  substantial 
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and  dividend  paying  basis,  needs  only  to  be  cited.  "We  have  en- 
deavored so  to  manage  it,  as  to  build  up  its  earnings  and  to  place 
it  upon  a  level  with  the  other  systems  of  the  State.  This  con  Id 
not  be  done  and  political  pressure  yielded  to,  nor  have  we  yield- 
ed unless  obliged  so  to  do.  We  may  have  erred  in  this,  while 
managing  a  State  road,  but  we  are  content  to  stand  by  the  record 
we  have  made. 

The  successful  working  of  the  Eastern  Carolina  Dispatch 
Line  extending  from  New  York  to  Goldsboro,  and  its  increasing 
business  is  especially  called  to  your  attention.  We  take  to  our- 
selves the  credit  of  the  establishment  of  this  important  freight 
route,  bringing  new  steamers  into  North  Carolina  waters.  It  has 
been  established  and  successfully  operated  notwithstanding  the 
opposition  of  old  and  powerful  corporations,  and  has  given  regu- 
larity, dispatch  and  low  rates  to  the  business  of  our  people.  It 
will  be  an  evil  day  for  Eastern  North  Carolina  should  this  line 
be  broken  up.  It  has  been  the  only  time  this  road  has  ever  been 
able  to  bring  to  its  aid  such  powerful  associates,  and  once  gained 
they  should  be  held  on  to. 

During  the  time  the  present  board  of  directors  has  been  in 
office,  not  a  single  meeting  has  been  marred  by  a  jar  or  alterca- 
tion of  any  kind,  and  nothing  but  good  will  and  harmony  have 
prevailed  among  its  members. 

A  supply  of  coal  sufficient  for  the  ensuing  year  has  been  pur- 
chased and  is  in  store. 

For  several  years  to  come  there  should  be  no  attempt  to  accu- 
mulate balances,  but  the  earnings  should  be  expended  in  better- 
ments as  rapidly  as  made,  until  the  road  is  thoroughly  equipped 
and  placed  in  first-class  condition. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  different  roads  now  in  course 
of  construction,  which  will  probably  intersect  this  line.  At  this 
early  day  it  is  impossible  to  say  with  certainty  what  will  be  their 
effect  upon  our  traffic,  but  it  is  a  matter  that  should  receive 
from  you  more  than  a  passing  notice. 

For  further  and  more  detailed  information  you  are  respectfully 
referred  to  the  reports  of  the  heads  of  the  different  departments.

SYNOPSIS. 

Engines. 

The  cost  of  material  and  labor  for  repairs  on  locomotives  for 
the  13  months  amounts  to  §6,204.71.  This  includes  thorough 
overhauling  of  Engines  1  and  2,  and  partial  overhauling  of 
Engine  6,  and  putting  new  tubes  in  Engines  1,  6  and  9.  The 
total  cost  of  motive  power  including  oils,  waste,  repairs,  wood 
and  water  stations,  fuel,  wages  of  engineers,  firemen  and  cleaners 
amounts  to  $18,317.95. 
Passenger,  Baggage  and  Mail  Cars 

Are  in  fair  condition  with  the  exception  of  coach  No  7,  which 
is  only  used  as  shanty  on  material  train.  First-class  coaches  4 
and  11  and  second-class  coaches  5  and  9  have  been  repaired  and 
repainted;  freight  coach  8  has  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and 
repainted.  Total  cost  of  passenger,  baggage  and  mail  cars,  in- 
cluding new  baggage  and  mail  car  No.  13,  which  will  be  out  of 
the  shop  in  a  few  days.  Oils,  waste,  material,  labor,  inspection, 
etc.  amounts  to  $4,135.28. 
Freight  Cars. 

We  have  44  box,  2  fish,  7  coal,  and  31  platform  cars  in  good 
order,  and  7  platform  cars  only  used  for  ditching  purposes. 
8  box  and  4  platform  cars  have  been  repaired  and  repainted. 
The  4  shanty  cars  are  needing  some  repairs  with  the  exception 
of  the  bridge  shanty.  Cost  of  cars  for  repairs,  oils,  waste,  in- 
spection, etc.  amounts  to  $2,061.97. 
Shops. 

The  shop  buildings,  patterns,  tools,  etc.  are  in  fair  condition. 
The  total  cost  for  repairs  of  shop  building,  machinery,  patterns, 
tools,  stores,  fuel,  wages  of  stationary  engineer,  master  mechanic, 
watchmen,  and  time  keeper,  amounts  to  $3,420.72. 

I  consider  our  rolling  stock  and  engines  in  as  fair  condition 
as  they  have  been  for  several  years  past.  Some  few  of  our  box 
and  platform  cars  are  needing  repairs,  which  will  be  done  in 
time  for  the  fall  business.  None  of  our  engines  are  needing  any 
general  overhauling,  with  the  exception  of  engine  7.  This  en- 
gine needs  a  new  boiler  and  cylinders,  and  with  these  could  be 
made  a  very  serviceable  engine  for  this  road.

Sir  : — I  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  of  work  done 
on  Bridges,  Culverts,  Cattle-guards,  Depot  grounds  and  build- 
ings, for  year  ending  June  30th,  1889.  There  have  been  about 
279,230  feet  of  timber  ordered  for  repairs  of  Bridges,  Culverts, 
Cattle-guards,  Truck-platforms,  Depots  and  grounds,  the  past 
year.  This  includes  49,500  feet  of  timber  used  in  new  station 
at  New  Bern,  and  14,030  feet  used  in  new  warehouse  at  Newport. 
Both  these  buildings  being  built  by  contract,  and  34,000  feet  of 
sawed  stuff  for  piling,  not  yet  delivered,  and  also  the  lumber 
used  in  the  construction  of  the  new  station  at  Morehead.  There 
have  been  thoroughly  repaired  15  culverts,  and  3  cattle-guards 
have  been  built  anew.  All  the  bridges,  cattle-guards  and  cul- 
verts have  been  thoroughly  inspected.  Falling  Creek  bridge  has 
been  built  anew,  with  exception  of  ties  and  guard  rails,  and  I 
consider  it  almost  perfect.  14,000  feet  of  lumber  have  been 
worked  into  Neuse  Eiver  Bridge,  which  is  now  in  good  condition. 
Core  Creek  and  Batchelor  Creek  bridges  have  been  repaired. 
Trent  Biver  Bridge  is  now  being  extensively  repaired,  and  about 
20,000  feet  of  lumber  is  being  worked  into  it.  Slocumb's  Creek 
and  Newport  Bridges,  and  the  two  sloughs  adjacent  have  been 
repaired.  There  is  now  on  hand  at  Morehead  City  for  repairs  of 
trestle  under  platform,  about  3,000  feet  of  lumber,  which  will 
be  worked  in  as  soon  as  repairs  on  Trent  Biver  are  finished. 
The  East  side  of  Pai'k  grounds  at  New  Bern  has  been  newly 
fenced.  The  Warehouse  at  New  Bern  has  had  some  repairs. 
An  office  has  been  added  to  warehouse  at  Dover  10  x  12  feet. 
The  wood  work  of  turn-table  at  New  Bern  Shops  is  entirely  new. 
Covered  truck  platforms  have  been  built  at  Atlantic,  Thurman 
and  Clark's,  and  the  old  ones  covered  as  follows :  Oglesby's, 
Cox's,  Tuscarora  and  James  City.  A  new  draAv  has  been  put  in 
Trent  Biver  bridge.     Considerable  work  has  been  done  on  water- 
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tanks,  and  they  are  now  in  a  safe  condition,  except  Core  Creek, 
and  I  have  a  new  one  made  for  that  place.  There  is  now  sawed 
and  being  sawed,  about  34,000  feet  of  lumber  to  be  used  for 
piling,  between  bents  as  follows:  Hull  Swamp  1,100  feet,  New- 
port. Eiver  7,400  feet,  Batchelor  Creek  4,000  feet,  Core  Creek 
5,100  feet,  Cabin  Branch  1,600  feet,  Bear  Creek  6,800  feet, 
Neuse  River  7,500  feet.  This  work  will  very  much  shorten,  the 
spans  between  bents,  and  naturally  strengthen  the  bridges.  A 
new  office  has  been  built  at  Morehead  City  containing  Agents 
Office,  Waiting  Room  for  passengers,  Baggage  and  Sleeping 
room  on  first  floor,  and  two  rooms  on  second  floor  for  conductors 
and  engineers.  This  work  was  done  by  regular  bridge  force,  and 
the  aid  of  Mr.  Jacob  Taylor,  of  New  Bern  shops.  A  new  pas- 
senger office  and  freight  warehouse  combined,  have  been  built  at 
Newport  by  contract. 

A  new  passenger  office  has  been  built  at  New  Bern,  containing 
ladies  and  gentlemens  waiting  room,  ticket  office  and  baggage 
room,  with  two  large  rooms  on  second  floor  and  a  covered  plat- 
form extending  along  the  track  138  feet.  This  is  also  contract 
work,  except  covered  passenger  shed.  The  warehouses  at  New 
Bern  and  La-Grange  need  considerable  repairs,  which  will  be 
done  the  coming  fall.  Warehouses  at  Goldsboro,  Beston,  Falling 
Creek,  Caswell,  Kinston,  Dover,  Newport,  Wildwood  and  More- 
head  City  are  in  fair  condition.  A  new  warehouse  at  Havelock 
is  badly  needed.  I  consider  all  bridges,  culverts  and  cattle- 
guards  in  safe  condition,  and  certainly  better  than  for  many 
years.  For  further  particulars  I  refer  you  to  tabular  statement 
of  the  cost  of  material  and  labor  hereto  annexed.  There  has 
been  37i  miles  of  steel  rail  laid,  which  completes  the  laying  of 
said  rail  over  the  entire  road.  There  is  on  hand  290  new  steel 
rails,  which  will  be  needed  for  repairs  of  sidings  at  New  Bern 
and  Goldsboro  the  coming  year.  Have  loaded  for  shipment 
about  218  car  loads  of  old  rails,  3  car  loads  of  old  chairs; 
also  shipped  per  steamer  113,948  pounds  of  old  chairs.  Eleven 
sets  of  switch  timber  has  been  used,  7  x  12,  aggregating  29,751 
feet,  which  is  an  improvement  on  the  old  timbers  formerly 
used.  Have  used  for  road  crossings  and  sewerage  on  streets 
at  New  Bern  10,322  feet  of  lumber.  Seven  new  steel  frogs 
have  been  put  in,  and  one   new   steel  spring   frog;  also  split 
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switch  with  stand,  and  all  fixtures  complete.  I  have  inspected 
and  put  in  the  track  43,380  ties.  There  are  at  the  end  of 
the  company's  year  remaining  to  be  taken  up  about  11,000 
ties.  A  siding  at  Goldsboro  has  been  changed  and  extended  100 
feet,  making  our  transfer  to  Wilmington  &  Weldon  Railroad 
entirely  convenient.  Have  put  in  new  sidings  at  Jackson's 
Crossing  200  feet,  at  Waters'  Mill  200  feet,  at  Congdon's  Mill, 
New  Bern  480  feet,  at  Davis'  2  miles  west  of  Newport  300  feet, 
and  extended  the  siding  at  Core  Creek  150  feet,  at  Riverdale  200 
feet,  which  will  now  hold  12  cars,  and  extended  side  track  at 
Wildwood  70  feet.  The  ties  in  entire  track  from  New  Bern  to 
Goldsboro  have  heen  spaced  regularly  24  inches  from  centre  to 
centre,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  grades  on  section  7,  where 
the  joints  had  to  be  suspended  so  as  to  hold  the  rails  in  proper 
place,  which  will  be  remedied  as  soon  as  the  clamps  can  be  got- 
ten in  shape.  The  ties  in  track  east  of  New  Bern  are  being 
spaced  as  fast  as  circumstances  will  allow.  At  the  closing  of 
this  report  there  are  about  ten  miles  yet  to  be  spaced.  The  work 
is  being  pushed  continually  and  will  be  completed  at  an  early 
day.  There  have  been  used  125  kegs  of  spikes  in  track  and  at 
least  75  more  are  needed  to  thoroughly  finish  the  Avork.  But 
little  time  has  been  spent  in  shrubbing  and  cleaning  off  right  of 
way,  owTing  to  pressure  of  more  important  wTork.  While  there 
are  a  few  ties  in  track  not  sound,  yet  I  consider  the  entire  road- 
bed safe  beyond  question,  and  better  than  it  has  ever  been.  Will 
be  needed  at  least  40,000  ties  the  coming  year.  But  little  use 
has  been  made  of  the  gravel  train  the  past  year,  which  is  so 
much  needed,  and  I  respectfully  ask  that  a  more  liberal  use  of 
it  be  made  in  the  future.  The  tools  on  the  various  sections, 
including  crank  and  pole  cars  are  in  fair  condition.  The  track 
is  not  in  surface  and  liiie  as  I  would  have  it,  owing  to  the  differ- 
ent forces  being  almost  continuously  employed  in  spacing  ties. 
This  work  was  essential  for  present  and  future  benefit  to  road. 
There  have  been  250  cords  of  wood,  4  feet  long,  cut  in  cleaning 
right  of  way  east  of  New  Bern.  This  wood  is  worth  to  the  com- 
pany 90  cents  per  cord,  $225.  The  work  was  done  by  our  regular 
force.  There  remains  enough  trees  already  felled  to  split  at 
least  100  cords  more,  which  will  be  worked  up  the  coming  win- 
ter.    The  ditching;  force  is  now  three  miles  west  of  New  Bern 
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and  the  road  is  thoroughly  ditched  from  Morehead  City  to  that 
point,  39  miles. 

When  we  consider  the  amount  of  work  done  the  past  year,  and 
that  too,  with  hut  little  extra  labor,  some  allowance  if  need  be, 
shouM  cheerfully  be  made.
